At the core of the problem is 
the developer’s inability to ob- 
tain an easement, running along 
the same course as a town ease= 
ment, on private land across Are 
gilla rd. from his sub-division. 
Long months ago, the Selectmen 
advised Harry Axelrod, an offi- 
cial of the firm, to obtain the 
easement if this could be arranged. 
But they also noted that if this 
became impossible, thenthe Board 
would try to find some other so- 
lution to the problem. 

A legal ruling by town counsel 
that drainage water from the de- 
velopment can not be piped into 
the town easement, because it 
was obtained years ago to drain 
only the volume of water then run- 
ning along Argilla rd., was tho- 
roughly explored Tuesday night. 

In essence, it appears that 
neither the total volume of water, 
nor the swiftness of its run-off, 
can be changed, in relation to the 
easement. 

Yet, according to the developer, 
the Planning Board-approved plan, 
on file in the Registry of Deeds, 
requires him only to tie into the 
pipe leading into this easement. 
The size of that pipe, according 
to the Planning Board is recom- 
mended to them as sufficient to 
handle the drainage from the sub- 
division. 

Town Engineer Thomas X. Flynn 


told the gathering that the amount 
of water in total volume, and the 
speed of its run-off, would both 


be greater now than formerly, be- 
cause of new streets, paved areas 
and other factors involved in 
changing a farm to a small com- 
munity of homes. 

The Planning Board, 
Chairman Harold King, 


through 
said it 


| wants to retain only a small por- 


tion of the $5,000 bond it now holds. 
The retention of some of the bond 
would involve a few ‘‘small pro= 
blems’’ with the fire alarm sys- 


| tem in the development, he stated, 


The Board is satisfied that the 


| drainage requirements in the de- 


velopment have been met, and that 
street bounds are in place, he 
said. 

Town Manager Thomas E, Duff 
pointed out a troublesome area 
within the development, which he 
said is a drainage problem. 

Both Mr. Axelrod and Mr, King 
explained that this area is often 
under water because snow is 
plowed into a big dam, but that 
this will be corrected as soon as 
the extension of the sub-division 
is approved, At that time, two 
temporary drains will be install- 
ed permanently, and the street 
changed, 

One of the many complexities 
developed here: The problemcan’t 
be solved until the next portion 
of the development is approved; 


the town manager wants to keep 
the $5,000 bond to cover this 
particular problem, which he 
believes is involved in the pre= 
sent section of the development. 

In one interchange during the 
meeting, Town Counsel Fredric 
S. O’Brien said there appears to 
be no solution to the major drain- 
age porblem on Argilla rd. - and 
he suggested that developers who 
buy land that can’t be drained 
do so at their own discretion and 
it is their own problem. 

Mr. Axelrod noted that the Plan=- 
ning Board approved his plan to 
tie into the town pipe, and that 
he thus was cleared of obliga= 
tion for off-site expenses. 

There was no solution, nor an 
indication of one.

He returned to the postal duty 
after discharge, serving for six 
months as a carrier, then accept= 
ing appointment as a clerk. 

“It wasn’t as easy carrying then, 
as now”, he commented with a 
grin, ‘‘the roads weren't plowed 
much and you just had to wade 
through the snow’’. Deliveries 
were on a twice-a-day schedule, 
contrasting to the present once=- 
daily activity. 

At that time, first class mail 
was two cents, and the post office 
remained open from 7 a.m. to 
8 p.m., with the men working 
in shifts, on a 48-hour weekly 
basis. The hours later came down 
to 44, then 40.

‘*To the east of the lower end 
of Morton st. there is an unde- 
veloped area through which the 
Brook flows and a small dam 
placed there could hold back a 
good deal of the flood waters 
which bother the Chestnut st. 
residents. Also it would be pos- 
sible to build a small levee bet- 
ween the Brook and the Chestnut 
st. houses, keeping the flood waters 
off those properties. 

**When you come right down to 
it, what damage the Brook does 
at flood stage is not sufficient to 
warrant such a colossal expendi- 
ture of money. The Brook is bone 
dry most of the summer and it 
has had no serious floods since 
the hurricanes of 1954. In fact, 
Andover was largely indifferent to 
the Brook until Mr. Oliver Surette 
started what was called ‘A one- 
man campaign’ to get something 
done about it. And since then what 
he so well-meaningly started has 
grown and grown until ithas grown 
beyond the bounds of reason. 

So let’s hope the Andover 
voters will have the good sense 
to pass article 23 rescinding the 
original appropriation and then 
later we can look around for a 
cheaper and more sensible solution 
to the problem.

Why then, did the Congress vote 
for the $2 billion increase? 

Under existing circumstances, 
it was a vote for economy. Had 
we not raised the ceiling, the 
Secretary of the Treasury would 
have had to turn to the Commo- 
dity Credit Corporation to float 
bonds to pay Uncle Sam’s existing 
bills and statutory obligations. 
CCC bonds are sold at a higher 
interest rate than normal govern- 
ment bonds. We would have lost 
even more money onthese interest 
payments. Like it or not, the Ad- 
ministration, supported by majo- 
rity votes in Congress, fixed this 
rate of government spending. I 
.did not vote for most of this 
spending - on the contrary, had a 
majority of my colleagues voted as 
I did last year, hundreds of millions 
of dollars would have been saved. 

My mail tells me that people are 
not fooled by arguments that deficit 
spending is good for the country. 
It is up to Congress to draw the 
line as the inflated money requests 
for needless, wasteful programs 
and projects come up before us in 
this election year. When the re- 
quest to lift the debt ceiling another 
$8 billion comes before us later 
this session, I trust that Congress 
will, with justice and frugality, 
be able to say: ‘‘No.’* I trust that 
serious consideration will begiven 
to ways and means of reducing the 
debt itself. 

I think those debt-laden new 
babies deserve that much of a 
break.
